1859 ~ Articles of Organization signed by six- 
teen members in home of Herr G. Ehman 
1860 — First church edifice erected at East liich- 
3 igan Avenue and N. Grove Street 
1881 — Parish School Building erected, 
1922 — Herman Meyer ordained as Lutheran Pastor 
(deceased - March, 1959) 
1923 — Present church edifice erected on River Blvd. 
1955 ~ Theodore H. Sipe ordained as Lutheran Pastor 
Now Pastor of Christ Church, liacksburg, Ore. 
1957 = Educational Unit erected. 
1959 — Gentennial Observance.
